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TO HEAR BEDWELL APPEAL 



KENTUCKY STATE RACING COMMISSION WILL 
HAVE MELTING ON SATURDAY. 



Several Hundred Horses Summering at Churchill 
Downs and Douglas Park — Racing 
Gossip from Kentucky. 



Louisville, Ky., July 13.— Chairman E. F. Clay has 
called a meeting of tue Kentucky State Racing Com- 
mission tor Saturday morumg next at Lexington, 
when several important matters pertain iugto rat- 
ing in Kentucky will be taken up.. Chief among 
these are the appeals of owners li. G. Bedwell aim 
lvay Spence from the recent rulings of the Latouia 
ottieiuls in connection with the dopiug of the horses 
Nadzu and Charlie llill. Messrs, bedwell and Spence 
have notilicd the commission that they will lie 
present in person, with their attorneys, at Satur- 
day's nurtiug. 

John Markleiu. who lost his trainer's license early 
in the spring at Lexington through the in-and-out 
miming of the hoise W. A. Leach was here yester- 
day in consultation with a local attorney, who will 
endeavor to secure the Cincinnati horseman a re- 
opening of his ease at Saturday’s meeting of the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission. Secretary bid- 
well thinks the meeting of the commission will be 
about as lengthy a session as that body has over 
held, as, in addition to the Markleiu, bedwell and 
Spence petitions, the managers of the various Ken- 
tucky tracks will be after fall dates. Applications 
for dates must be filed thirty dajs before the opening 
day of the proposed race meeting, llorseiueu now' 
idle at Douglas Park. Churchill Downs, Latouia and 
the Kentucky Association course at Lexington are 
hoping that the powers that be will decide to resume 
racing in Kentucky the coming fall not later than 
the hist or second Saturday in September. 

Many of the horses that raced at Latouia have 
arrived here to remain throughout the summer. 
During July and August of last year hardly a dozen 
horses were quartered at Churchill Downs and Doug- 
las Park, but this year between 350 and 400 horses 
will summer at the two Louisville tracks. II. G. 
bedwell is the only owner who anticipated shipping 
wome of his string here who will not send any 
horses tor the present to either of the local tracks. 
Until the Kentucky State Racing Commission acts 
on his apiieal from the recent decision against him. 
tlie Colorado turfman’s horses will rcuiaiu at La- 
tonia. 

William Gerst was here u day or two ago after 
having looked over some extensive improvements 
he has been making in the way of buildiugs on his 
Tennessee larui. lie has several promising year- 
lings he expects to have sent to Cumberland Park 
to Ik* broken soon, and when trainer George liatn 
returns west they will go under his care. On the 
closing day at Latouia the crack three-year-old, 
Douau. showed in his race a Hash of his Sliced, so 
Mr. Gerst consented to let trainer Ham take him 
cast witli the other horses. The Kentucky Derby 
winner never ltM*k»*d licttcr bodily, but he was re- 
cently very sluggish in his work, llaui thinks n 
change of scene may restore his form, hut if he 
continues to act badly he will not bring him to 
Churchill Downs next fall, but sliiti him to the 
Tennessee farm to run out until next year. Gerst 
says Mexico looks so iuvitiug the coming winter 
that he will likely send a bunch of horses to 
Juarez to race instead of wintering his string at 
Nashville as he did last year. What horses go to 
Juarez will be in charge of Ham. Messrs. Gerst 
am! Holle both expect to buy some yearlings the 
i-oming fall, ns their home-raised youngsters are not 
sufficient in number to satisfy the requirements.. 

Among tbe recent arrivals at Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park were trainer P. Coyne 
with George J. Long’s string, trainer W. C. West- 
moreland with F. J. Pons’ stable, trainer James 
Kvcriuan with D. N. Prewitt’s horses, trainer S. 
W. Hopkin- with tin- horses owned by 1>. Meseheu- 
dorf. Alf V. Oldham and John II. Morris, trainer 
Wayne Lewis with G. W. J. Bissell’s stable, trainer 
George Foley with Ed Trotter’s horses, C. b. Reid 
and J. C. Calm. 

Trainer Westmoreland will leave shortly for Ten- 
nessee to superintend the shipping to Douglas Park 
of the yearlings F. J. Pons recently purchased of 
Walter O. Parmer. He will bring the ten young- 
sters here to put them through the breaking process. 
They are the get of The Commoner and Lord Ester- 
ling. and. according to report, are the most likely 
crop of foals ever raised at Edenwold Farm. Lon 
Jones, who shipped Tony W. and his other horses 
here from Latouia over a week ago, is also prepar- 
ing to take up a number of yearlings at an early 
date. 

J. U. Strode, general manager of the Taiupa Rac- 
ing Association, was in the city a few r hours yester- 
day and talked freely on tin- proposed new track at 
Pensacola. Fla., which he will manage the coming 
winter. He said that by the middle of the coming 
month be would announce the program of a thirty- 
days meeting to precede tbe winter racing season at 
Tampa. There will be only sixty days of racing at 
Tampa the coming winter, but horsemen who follow 
the Strode circuit will have a season of 130 days’ 
racing, as Pensacola will in 1911 hold an early spring 
meeting of thirty days, following the wind-up at 
Tampa. So, with Jacksonville and Sau Francisco 
In full blast, and a $300,000 meeting at Juarez for 
100 days, horsemen have a go<»d winter before them. 
Barney Schreitx r said a few days ago at Latonia 
that lie was not so sure that Los Angeles would not 
give a race meeting the coming winter of brief dura- 
tion. He said that when he left California the ten- 
dency was in that direction. Tin* Missouri turfman 
lias a farm in California at which lie has a band 
of mares and several stallions. He thinks now that 
In* will let Jack Atkin do his tirst stud duty in 
California and retain Kealou for home use at Wood 
lands Farm. 

The purchasers of Arrow Swift. Darknlght. Jacob 
lte. Plantland and Westbury, which were sold at La- 
t on la last week by Dr. G. W. Carmack, owing to 
his suspension hv the Canadian Kaeing Associations, 
have been notified of their rc-iustatemciit, as the 
governing body of that association is satisfied 
that the sale was a legitimate transfer of all inter- 
ests so far as the suspended turfman is concerned. 
• r Cb«* telegram Dr. Carmack received notifying him of 
the action of the Canadian Racing Associations was 
a surprise to that horseman, who came to Latouia 
from Toronto with no knowledge of being in bad 
repute with the governing body of the turf in 
Canada. 

Dr. Carmack thinks that the action against him 
whs the result ot a charge filed with the Canadian 
Racing Associations that he had connections with a 
tipping bureau.

AND THE TURK IN SEAGATE. 



Hanbridge Makes Auspicious Eastern Debut by 
Taking Sprinting Handicap in Fastest 
Time of the Meeting. 



— S. C. Hildreth’s Dalmatian 
was an easy winner of the Seagate Stakes at Yonk- 
ers today. He was opposed only by The Turk, for 
which- It. F. Carman recently paid $7,500, and Mrs. 
James McLaughlin’s Fauntleroy. While Dalmatian 
was always the favorite, there was a good demand 
for The Turk and Fauntleroy was not neglected. 
The Turk cut out the running to the baekstretch, 
but could not shake off Dalmatian and Fauntleroy 
was never far away. On the turn out of the 
baekstretch, tycCaliey rushed Fauntleroy to the front 
and opened a lead of two lengths, but turning for 
home Shilling took Dalmatian to him easily and it 
was no contest in the final furlong. Hildreth’s colt 
winning by two lengths, while Fauntleroy l»eat The 
Turk a like distance for the place. The three-quar- 
ter-mile handicap went to George H. Holle’s Han- 
bridge. the first horse to race under the Holle silks 
at this meeting, and the time, 1:11*. marked tin* 
best three-quarters of the season. In this race Follie 
Levy repeated her recent crazy antics at the post 
and when the harrier was released she wheeled ami 
would not break. After the race it was ordered that 
her entry he refused in future. 

In the mile race for fillies and mares, the showing 
of Keep Moving was so far l»elow her recent form 
that jockey Archibald was called into the stand 
after the finish and asked to explain his rid**.

HORSEMEN EAGER FOR CHICAGO RACING. 



Large Delegation Tarrying at Latonia in Hopes of 
Receiving Word to Ship Here. 



Cincinnati. O., July 13. — Latonia track Is at pres- 
ent sheltering about 250 horses whose owners are un- 
decided as to tlieir next shipping point. Favorable 
reports from Chicago rega nling an early resumption 
lif racing there are mostly responsible for keeping, 
the horsemen here. Should word come during the 
next few days that the sjmrt is to be resumed on the 
Chicago tracks in the near future, preparations will 
at once begin for the transfer of most of the horses 
now here to the Windy City. The probable revival 
of the s|M*rt in Chicago, together with the outcome 
of the Bedwell case, to be heard by the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission on Saturday next, is keep- 
ing tlie horsemen well supplied with topics for con- 
versation. The general oofnion among the horsemen 
is that the racing commission will not reverse the 
ruling of the Latonia judges, hut may in Bed well’s 
case give him the privilege of disposing of his horses 
and lift the bau xiu them with their transfer. The 
Bedwell string at Latonia has a valuation of $50,000.

HAPPENINGS OF RACING IN ENGLAND. 

A Buie Aimed at American Owners Repealed— Ulster 
King's Rich Stake Win — General Statistics. 

London. Eng., July 2. — At a meeting of the Jockey 
Club, held at Newmarket June 29, the motion of the 
stewards to omit the first paragraph of Rule 52, 
which reads: “No weight shall la* allott**<l to a 

horse in a handicap until be has run three times in 
the United Kingdom," was put aud carried. This is 
a repeal of the much discussed rule adopted last 
year, which was in some quarters alleged to ’be 
aimed at horses from tlie United States. In practice 
it was found to Ik* a practical exclusion of the 
French horses also. This was a result not aimed 
at ami brought about its repeal. It was an unsports- 
manlike measure in the first place and everyone 
«ohc«‘rne<l is pleased with the action of the Jockey 
Club in quietly abandoning it. 

The German l>erby was run at Hamburg Sunday, 
June 26. and resulted In an easy victory for tlie 
Koval Graditz Kind’s ehestnut colt. Orient, a son of 
Bona Vista -Oily. Ib*rr I*. Pakheiser’s Star was 
second aud Herr C. Von Lang Puchholf’s K alohas 
third. oijent was badly beaten in tlie Austrian 
Itertiy a few w****ks previously, but bad subsequently 
redeemed bis reputation by defeating Fervor, the 
I jest older horse in training in Germany, in the rich 
Great Hanna Prize, and was a 7 to 10 favorite for 
the G- rman Derby. 

Lemberg and Charles O’Malley were well beaten 
in the Grand Urix de Paris, to the great consterna- 
tion of their coutidcut backers and admirers. Charles 
O’Malley never made much of a showing, but up 
to a mile and a half Lemtierg appeared as likely 
to win as anything, then was plainly lK*at»*n directly 
afterwards. Tie* going was very heavy and holding, 
and this, together with tlie journey to Paris, may 
Im* held accountable for bis defeat. What makes 
English critics certain the form of the race is all 
wrongs Is the fact that Bronzino was third, it being 

well known that Lemberg is immeasurably Ids 

superior. In the meantime the French are having 

a good time over the race and averring that the 

English horses are deth-ient in stamina. Lemlterg. 
accompanied by Ilia stable companion. Avico, lias 
arrived at Maiiton from France, looking none tin* 
worse for bis journey. 

Our. American cousins have, as all the world 
knows, a great reputation for hustling, ami rarely 
have we bad a lietter example of their rush methods 
than that afford* si by the importation of eighteen 
yearlings bred bv Clarence II. Mackay at Lexington, 
which were sold 11 m* evening of Tuesday. June 28. 
Despatched from Kentucky on tin* thirteenth, they 
reaehed Newmarket at ba if past throe Tuesday aft 
eriMMin. ami the first lot was under the hammer two 
aud a half hours later. This was eertainly running 
ii pretty fim*. In the circumstances one would natu- 
rally hav<* exported tie* youngsters to la* travel 
weary ami in anything but go*Ml saleable rendition. 
As a matter of fact, however, they looked so spick 
aud span that they might have had a month’s rest 
after their long journey. There was a big muster 
round He- ring while they were ls-ing sold, and for 
many of tie- lots tie* bidding wus-Juisk. It Is to In* 
noted that lie* majority of them have unexception- 
able English |K*digre<*s. aud this no doirld helped tie* 
ale. ejqieoially in flu* ease of tie* fillies. There 
Were several buyers In attendance who hoped to 
secure some of tin- lots for fifty guineas or so, but 
they s****n realize*! that there w**re very few going 
at that figure. % 

Tie* two top-nrh-ed lots were a filly and a colt 
by Meddler, aud both Were bought by H. J. King, 
the filly, out of a Hampton mure, making 420 
guineas, and the colt, out of a Carbine mare, 400 



guineas. The filly is very racing-like, if a trifle 
light of Imne. Mr. Gilpin secured u half-sister to 
Whisk Broom for 240 guineas, and Major Roberts 
purchased a sharp-looking filly, by Meddler, out of 
u Donovan mare, for .‘Uio guineas. Erauk Harding 
Was the successful Md*h*r for two very promising 
fillies by Meddler, and a colt by the same sire 
went to Ix»rd Villiers. Altogether, it was quite a 
satisfactory sale: indeed, wonderful, seeing that 
buyers had practically no opportunity of examining 
tlie “go*Mls" beforehand. 

Madame Cheremeteff, the owner of Nuagc, winner 
of the Grand l’rix *!*• Paris, is the wife of a great 
tea merchant in Russia. She has been running 
horses with considerable success in Fran**e for sev- 
eral years, as has h**r brother. M. Kousnetzoff. 

'Ill** Atalnnta Stakes, decided at San down Park on 
Saturday, Juuu 25. provided a thrilling finish be- 
tween the Oaks winner (Itnsedrop) ami Mangalmi, 
tin* former gaining tlie verdict - in the last stride 
by a margin of not more than two or three Inches. 
The ra**e was contested iii a rainstorm of quite an 
extraordinary character, and all tin* riders drew 
about four {xiunds overweight ujK*n returning to fhe 
s*ale. In the circumstances they were passed by 
the stewards present. 

Lord Shrewsbury is getting together a string of 
hors«*s which arc to be trained by Goby, at Badtniu- 
tou House, Epsom. 

The Newmarket First July meeting provided some 
good racing, quietly conducted with small attend- 
ance. as usual. Tin* principal race of tlie meeting, 
the. Princess of Wales Stakes at a mil** and a half, 
was won by Ulster King in easy fashion. It was 
formerlv one of the “ten thousand pounders." but 
its value lias been reduced greatly. Even at that it 
is still well worth winning ami realized $14,750 to 
lister King’s owner. The July Stakes, the big race 
of the meeting for two-yea r-olds, was won by 
Ix*opol*l *1** Rothschild’s promising St. Frusquiu colt, 
St. Anton. It Is worth noting that this race was 
founded as long ago as 17S8. 

Porphyrio. the first foal of that good mare. Flair, 
made Ids debut in the July Stakes. As a yearling 
lie **ost Sir Ernest Passe! $17,500. In make, shape 
and color In* is a typical Gallinuie. but us yet lie 
is very backward. Though he did not show with 
any remarkable prominence in his first race, ids style 
of galloping is suggestive of his one day making a 
race horse. 

The new method of arranging the bookmakers at 
Sandown Park appears to be an excellent on**, and 
worthy of a trial at other race meetings where the 
enclosures are frequently very congested. The plan 
is to divide them into small squares, and thus pro- 
vide intersecting avenues, which greatly facilitates 
tin* movements of commission agents between differ- 
ent lxdnts of tin* rings. Tlie spaces are marked out 
with Chalk lines. 

Mr. Faith* is not likely to be displaced from Ids 
lead In the list of winning owners, almost doubling 
his closest competitor and having sueli redoubtable 
money -gainers ns Bayardo and Lemberg ready to 
further advance his fortunes. Wiukipop has served 
young Waldorf Astor so well that he has passed 
Lord Roseliery and is now second in the list. II. P. 
Whitney’s stable has almost doubled its earnings and 
he is now ninth and well in advance of many of 
England’s loading turfmen.

The action of the stewards of the Coney Island 
Jockey Club in suspending jockey Dugan for rough 
rilling was being discussed t>y a group of horsemen 
a few days ago when a veteran racing man said: 

“It would not have lx*en necessary for the stew- 
ards to take any action in Dugan’s case if we had 
a rider of the Winnie O’Connor type in tin* saddle 
in this country at the present time. That boy took 
g**od care of all those who attempted lilH*rties with 
him in a race and I shall never forget tin* surprise 
Tommy Burns, then in tin* heydey of his prowess 
as a jockey, got at the Fair Grounds course at New 
Orleans one afternoon. 

“Burns was riding for John W. Schorr, the Mem 
phis brewer, at that time and was winning more 
faces than any two other jockeys at the course 
until O’Connor came along. In tin* ra**e to which I 
refer Burns was up on the favorite ami wltcn O’Con- 
nor moved up at the bead of tin* stretch ami chal- 
lenged for the lead Burns promptly rode him to the 
outside ami endeavored to get a leg look on him. 

"This trick gives a marked advantage in a fighting 
finish, and O’Connor called to Burns when tlie Cana- 
dian tried for the look that lie must not carry him 
out any farther. Burns paid no attention, but con- 
tinued his foul tactics until at the brick barn about 
a fiirbmg from home O’Connor’s mount was within 
a few feet of the outside fence. Rising in his stir- 
rups In* rained half a dozen blows upon Burns’ head 
and shoulders with tlie short riding whip he carried 
and then sat down anil rod** a hair-raising finish 
that landed him in front by a neck at the wire. 

"Tin* stewards of the meeting promptly called 
both riders into the stand ami demanded an explana- 
tion. O’Connor plea*h*d that his life was in danger 
and that he only used his whip as a last resort, 
because he believed that he would be thrown over 
tlie fen**** onto the shell road ten feet beneath, the 
track lK*ing much higher than the road about it. 

“Tlie stewards reprimanded ixdh boys. Burns for 
rough riding and O’Connor for taking th** law into 
his own hands. That was the only time that Burns 
went up against O’Connor, and you can bet if boys 
of tlie type of O’Connor were riding today Dugan 
would have had a trimming long ago." 

"Fitzpatrick could take car** of himself too in the 
old days,” broke in a listener, “and so could Andy 
McCarthy and Johnny Kpellman. McLaughlin wasn’t 
a rough rider, but he was a bluffer and in a race 
frightened m*>st of the boys with whom he came in 
coutact. 

“I’ll never forget on** time at Benning that Me 
La ugh tin got up against* the wrong l*oy to frighten. 
H** was riding old man Morris’ Favor in one of the 
spring stakes and the big bay horse was a tremend- 
ous favorite and carrying a heavy commission for 
Mik<* Dwyer, one of McLaughlin’s employers. Favor 
was tlie t op weight and naturally Jimmy waited 
with him. Rounding the upper turn there were 
three horses ahead of him. 

‘‘‘Look out there, l>oy !’ called McLaughlin, evi 
dently expecting tlie jockey on the horse next the 
rail to pull out and let him through. 

“Now* it happened that the horse was Eoliap, 
owned by the late A. J. Cassatt, tin* 1’ennsyl vania 
Railway magnate, and the jockey was Willie Martin, 
now a trainer and for many years one of America’s 
best riders. Martin, then a beginner at tla* game, 
paid no attention to McLaughlin's call, but redoubled 
bis efforts on Eolian, then a comparatively unknown 
Ihree-y ear-old. 

“By the time that McLaughlin made up his mind 
to go to the outside in the run home Martin, who 
had shouted back something uncomplimentary when 
ordered to pull out and let the then premier jockey 
of America through, had the race won ami Favor 
lost by a neck in spite of all his rider could do. 

“McCarthy, who was always truculent, having 
trouble with the turf authorities or with his fellow 
riders almost constantly, lost ills life on the track 
at Morris Park. He was riding a crazy gray mare 
called Little Nell and she ran away with him and 
crash***! into one of th** many fences whieh crossed 
tin* Eclipse course when tlie circular course was in 
use. 

“McCarthy’s quarrels with starter Caldwell were 
spectacular ami almost constant. They appeared 
to understand each .Other, aud when the starting 
ixdut was distunt enough from the grandstand so 
that their conversation could not be heard by the 
spectators the language was sometimes vitriolic au*l 
always acrimonious. Such goiugs on between starter 
and jockey disappeared long ago. hut when Caldwell 
was at liis best in bis profession he had numerous 
battles at the post. 

“McCarthy and Bergen, I guess, were his par- 
ticular pets in that lint*, and the latter eoulil lx* 
quite as exasperating as McCarthy when lie was iu 
the humor, and that seemed to l»e all the time. 
Hi* reminded me of th** boy who tx>asted that In* had 
the most even -tempered man iu the world for a 
fatSier — always angry. 

“Some of Bergen’s witticisms and sarcasms an* 
famous. Old Larry Hart owned a three-year-old 
named Duke of Leinster that notxxly thought of 
more than very ordinary selling plater class. The 
public that followed the horses those days was 
astonished one day to find tin* Duke entered iu a 
race against several of tin* lx*st horses iu training, 
among them the redoubtable Tenny. one of tin* best 
three year-olds we have ever had in this country. 
Hart, who was a character himself, called Bergen 
over inti* a remote corner of the paddmk at Sheeps- 
liead Bay to give him instructions. 

“ ‘Now. Marty,’ In* said, ‘lay wid Tenny till ye 
hit the head of tlu* stretch and thin coide on with 
him and ye’ll have it ail to yerself.’ 

“ ‘All right, sir,’ responded the jockey, with as 
near a smile on l*is lac«* as in* ever iK*rmitt«*d to 
show there. . 

“When the head of the stretch was reaehed the 
Duke was fifty yards behind Tenny and In* was 
almost twice as far away at the wire. Barnes was 
up on Tenny that day and when Hart approached 
Bergen after the race the jockey said: 

“ *oh. Mr. Hart. Barnes wouldn't throw me a 
towline and I couldn’t follow orders.’ 

“On** day while Mr. I'ett ingill was starting the 
horses at Oakley, the handsome course near Cincin- 
nati built aud managed by tin* Laholds, Bergen was 
rilling a fractious two-year-ohl filly. Th** starter, 
whose patience had stood a long struiu, finally 
shouted: 

“ ‘Bergen, bring that filly up in line here.’ 

“ * Honest. Mr. P«*t.’ replied Bergen as he snatched 
at the filly’s head in an endeavor to turn her around, 
tills is no bicycle.* 

“Bergen r«xl«* for Corrigan, you remember, for a 
year or so. Their contract was unique. There were 
no written articles of agreement lietween them. 
When somebody suggested that tjiere should Ik* a 
writteu contract Corrigan sent for Bergen and in 
Ills characteristic way remarked: 

“ ‘Now see here. Bergen, when your riding doesn’t 
suit im* I’ll tell you so, and when you’re not satis- 
fied with me you can tell me so. That’ll in* con 
tract enough.’ 

“ ‘That suits me, lx>ss.’ was Bergen’s reply. 

"It was only a few days after ids engagement 
that Corrigan started a horse that he was pretty 
sweet on. anil he tol*l tlie jockey before Ihe race 
that In* liad a lot of money at stake. The horse was 
beaten badly and Corrigan rubbed his big aquiline 
nose in perplexity. Before In* could ask Bergen what 
the trouble was tlu* rider drawled: 

“ ‘Say. lx»ss. you iua*l«* a mistake. That was tlie 
bugey horse you bet on.’ 

“Corrigan was disarmed for the moment. Sueli 
natures as Corrigan’s and Bergen's had no more 
chance to mix than oil and water, aud they soon 
parted.” 

“That Spellman was rough and tough enough,” 
said another member of th** group. “lie knew as 
much about tlie tin** {mints of horsemanship as nny- 
IkkI.v riding thirty years ago. and when in* was 
iM-tting his own money and riding his own horse 
Strathspey around tin* many cornered track at old 
Jerome Park, wo** b**ti*l<* the jockcv who got in his 
wav. 

“In a fist fight lie was easily the champion of flu* 
jockeys, and lie was always ready with either hands 
or foot. His company got him into trouble, and lie 
lost his life as tlie result of a midnight brawl In 
Sixth avenue where tlu* white lights were thick**st 
at the junction of that thoroughfare and Thirty - 
Second street. 

“He was perhaps tin* heaviest lx*ttor among tlie 
jockeys of ids day and the wagers in* mail** at 
times would stagger the turf authorities of tin* 

present day. Five thousand dollars wasn’t an un- 
usual wager for Spellman when in* thought In* was 

right and if Jimmy Kelly were alive he could tell 

you of some largo winnings scored bv the natty 
jockey, who snout as much for his clothes as any 
man in New York.” 

“Talking of clothes.” remarked one of the crowd, 
“tin* old-tinu* jockeys were hotter dressers than the 
topnotohers of today. McLaughlin. Garrison, tin' 
Claytons. Simms and others were turned out like 
fashion plates. 

“It took O’Connor a couple of years to dress 
even fairlv well and I remember meeting him on**** 
crossing th** field at Gravesend after he had won 
four races. H«* was at tin* time under contract to 
the Fe itlu rstone Bromley confederacy anil was earn- 
ing $20,000 a year at least. II** had on an ol<| 
gray sweater, a nalr of trousers that a swipe 
would have discarded and in* had one she,* mid a 
sltpper *m his feet. I stopped him and asked him 
why In* was not more particular about his personal 
appearance. 

“ *1 couldn’t ride any lietter if I had lietter 
••lot lies, eould I?’ was all in* said in reply, and I 
was forced to adroit the truth of his remark. 

"But the next year he blossomed out and when 
he went to N**w Orleans in the autumn his ward- 
robe w<>ul<l satisfy the most exacting taste. He 
hail silk pajamas ami checked suits, of the former 
lie said tha‘ if took him some time t* * get used to 
them, as they were so slipiierv he fell out of bed i 
a number of times when be first wore them. He | 



had one check suit so tmid that you could hear it 
around tlu* corner. 

“Slack, win) was then little lietter than an appren- 
tice, was a great chum of O’Connor. He looked 
with longing ryes oq Winni. ’s checks, and this loud 
suit in particular was tlx* finest thing iu the way 
of clothing that Slack hail ever seen. 

“One day Slack rode aud w**u on Tappan. a 100 
to 1 shot, owned by his brother, and a hilarious 
planter from one of the river parishes who hail won 
a lot of money thrust a hundred dollar bill into 
the lad’s hand as lie was returning to the jockey 
room after weighing in. Slink had no more use for 
the raoe track that day ami two evenings later I 
met him on Canal street near tin* Boston, Club. At 
first sight lie looked like O’Connor. n*i{ cravat, 
patent leaf lief shoes and the loud cheek suit; iu 
fact I shouted: ‘Hello, Winnie.’ 

“ ‘S-s s-h,‘ whispered Slack behind his hand, 
O’Connor’s at home in bed and I’ve got Ills clothes.’ 

"Tin* youngster had spent tlu* greater part of his i 
$10*i in clothes. Is it any wonder that few of them 
save any mod?)'? One year they are carrying a 
bucket and sl**eping iu a stall with a horse ami the 
next they are petted and lauded by those who are 
a 1 wars ready to applaud anybody. man or boy, who 
d<M*s something better than tin* other fellow.” — New 
York Sun. 

RIDERS IN THE ROYAL COLORS. 

Now that King George has announced his Inten- 
tion of carrying on ids late father’s racing stable, 
we may hope again to see tin* royal colors Itorue 
to victory. Handsome colors they arc, t«x>. 'fhe 

body of the jacket is of purple satin, with gold 

braid, the sleeves are scarlet, and the cap is of 

black velvet, with a heavy gold fringe. 

Those who have been privileged to wear them 
nave not esteemed the honor lightly. 'Hie late 
John .Times, father of the jockev who so regularly 
r«xl«* for King Edward of late years, always kept 
the jacket and cap on view und**r a glass ease in his 
sitting room. Tin* elder Jones was a steeplechase 
rider and r* h 1«* for King Edward, then l’rlnee of 

Wales, in tin* Grand National some thirty years 
ago. hut Ids horse— The Scot — Tailed to win. 

His son — FlorlK»rt Jones — won his colors by the 
wonderful way in which In* was abb* to manage that 
que«*r- tempered animal. Diamond Jubilee. Jones r*xle 
Diamond Jubilee to victory in the Derby, ami also 
liKie tin* winner In tin* Two Thousand ami tlie New- 
market Ktnkes. The royal owner presented young 
Jones with a handsome pin in reeogniton of these 
successes. 

Fred Archer, probably the greatest jockey that 
over lived, rode on a number of different oci-asions 
for the then Brine** or Wales. Tin* first was iu 
June, 1880, when, at Sundown Park, Counterpane 
was entered for a maiden race. Under An-lier’s 
handling sin* won by three lengths. After that lie 
often r***lt* for the prince, who made him several 
handsome presents. 

Tin* first great race won by a horse belonging to 
the lot** king was the One Thousand Guineas of 1896. 
Thais, the winner, was ridden by John Watts. 
In tlwvsame year in* piloted Persimmon to victory in 
the Derby. A more magnificent race, or a finer 
piece of riding, has schloiii b**en seen when, stride 
by stride, tlu* royal horse overhauled St. Frusquiu 
and finally snatched the victory in one of tlie fastest 
times ever clocked. Watts lias worn the royal 
jacket more often than any other joekey except 
Jones. 

Another great jockey who has frequently bestrid- 
den horses from the royal stables is Morning ton ('an 
mm. II»* first rode a royal horse in 1.89-1, and he 
won the Caterham Plate by a short head on a horse 
named (ourtier in 1895. Madden, who brought off 
that startling 1<M> to 1 Derby chance on Jeddah in 
1898. also rode for the late king. 

Tom Ixmtes was occasionally employed by the 
late king. In 1894 In* was engaged to rule Florlzel 
II. in the St. James Palace Stakes at Ascot. The 
race was tlu* last one of tin* afternoon, yet practi- 
cally everyone stopped to watch it. and the cheering 
was tremendous when Florlzel romiK*d in first. 

That celebrated American, Tod Sloan, altogether 
-rode three winners in tin* royal liverv. bis first 
lH'ing Nonsuch in the old Cambridgeshire in 1S9.8 

In addition to professional jockeys several amateur 
rulers have, at one time or another, been privileg. ,1 
to wear th** royal colors. The first of these was 
Captain Hoj>e Johnstone, who, thirty years ago, r«»de 
Leonidas II. in a steeplechase at Aldershot, and 
won with ease. The captain used to sav that he 
would never forget that aftern*K>n, for it was tin* 
wettest In* had ever known for a race meeting 

That famous sportsman, the late Maj. "Roddy" 
Gwen, r*x]e in and won a couple of steeplechases 
on royal-owned horses. Poor Major Owen’s life was 
cut short by cholera while he was in active service 
in Egypt in the summer of lSJHL 

One o tiler amateur who must Ik* mentioned is 

E. I*. Wilson, who In 1890 wore th** royal colors iu 
tlie Grand National. He was unsuccessful, but since 
that year the late king twice realized his ambition 
of carrying off the gnsitest steeplechase prize of 
the year. — London Answers.
